Thunderous Reveille at Sunrise. 


At sunrise this morning thunderous 


reveille summoned ' Chicago and its 
300,000 visitors to witness the Grand 
Army parade. Chicago has not seen 
the army for twenty-five years till now 
and since its last visit 200,000 veterans 
have died. 


The 40,000 old soldiers who stumbled 


through the streets today were not like 
the Grand Army of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 
The cheers and laughter of 


the old day was hushed., Tbe roysterers 
then fifty years old, have been trans- 
formed by years and grief irtp somber, 
silent old raen to whom even the beloved 
pageantry of war looks gray. 


The cheers from the heroes of the Iron 


Brigade did.cot rattle the windows of 
the Coliseum till the younger genera- 
tion of enthusiasts took it up, and then 
the faint voices of the veterans were 
drowned and lost. 


Time JirincH Change* to Them. 


The hotels and schools,' crowded like 


barracks, lacked the clamor and din of 
the real soldiers' home. The old men 
cannot Inugh as they ueed to do, and 
even thsir.stories are told in solemn and 
less vibrant tones. The boastful yarns, 
recounts of impossible deeds, ribaldry of 
camp and battle are no longer bandied 
through the long nights ot reunion. 


Storied of Hiood ami Ten™. 


The old 'men tell stories still, but they 


are stories of blood and tears, dim v?ith 
distance, 
innocent 
of triumph and 


punctuated with the gravestones of two 
generations. Their memories, like their 
battlefiags are becoming bleached and 
colorless from the suns and rains, they 
are tired, -most of them are poor in all 
but. the pride of old achievements and 
the gralitude of their countrympn, And 
so they may never come to Chicago 
again, sqd their advent no\v becomes an 
epoch, a festival and a farewell. 


Solemnity ot Patriarchs. 


And yet from dasvn till midnight they 


tramp the streets of Chicago. 
From 


railway to hotel, from hotel to headquar- 
ters and from headquarters anywhere 
and everywhere where they marched 
Sturdily enough and with canes alert 
when the band at their head was playing, 
but slower and with the nobler solemnity 
o( patriarchs when the music stopped 
and ranks were broken.

ALLIED ARMY REPULSED 


IN BIG BATTLE AT PEKIN 


Paris and St. Petersburg Rumors to That Effect are 


Confirmed in London Today-Chinese Bombard 


Foreign Troops Murderously. 


OVER 1,800 MEN KILLED, MOSTLY RUSSIANS 


Celestial? are in Possession of the Strongly Fortified 


Places and are flassing an Immense Army About 


the Capital City Determined to Hold It. 


Paris, Aug. 28—A special dispatch to 


Lie Siecle from St. Petersburg says: 


"It is persistently rumored in St 


Petersburg that the Russian government 
has received a dispatch asserting that 
after a fierce battle inside Pekin the al-1 


li<58 retreated, losing one thousand eight 
hundred men, mostly Bussians. 


"It is further said that the Chinese 


occupy fortified positions, from which 
they are bombarding the allies in a mur. 
derous manner." 
, 


Confirms the Rniuor 


London, Aug, 28—[Special Cable- 


gram]—The rumor via Paris and St, 
Petersburg that the allied army had 
sustained a severe defeat and had been 
driven back from Pekin, is credited here. 


The Times says it has information that 


a desperate battle was fought and that 
the allies retreated to the western gates. 
There are no details. 


..Expect Sfewg of An Attack. 


London, Aug. 28—The news of an 


attack on the Chinese forces assembling 
at Nam Yen, outside Pekirj, is anxiouslj 
awaited, according to a Japanese tele- 
gram from Taku, 
A combined detach- 


ment of .Russian and Japanese cnvalry 
was to have encountered this hostile 
body last Saturday. 
The result of the 


action can hardly be expected 
to be 


made knbwn for some days, as the field 
telegraph laid down by the allies en the 
advance from Tien-Tsin is not working. 


The Japanese are more successful 


than the rest of the .combined contin- 
gent in getting through runners, 
pro- 


bably because of their superior know- 
ledge of the Chinese character and lan- 
guage, but. even Geceral Yamagucbi's 
message published at Tokyo yesterday 
.was dispatched from Pekin as long ag> 
as Aug. 18. 


Imperial finally Escaped. 


The Japanese general's telegram gives 


no hope of the capture of the imperial 
family; indeed, it would seem'* that his 
cavalry force abandoned the chase on 
reaching the village of Mansan. where 
its commander'learned that the Empress 
and the emperor, under General Ma's 
escort, had started for the West. 


Situation is Under Control 


Washington, Aug. 28.—Alarming re- 


ports that the allied army in Pekin is 
threatened -vith destruction 
by great 


forces of Chinese 'troops which are 
marching towards the capital city, both 
from the south and east, have caused no 
alarm in Washington, 


Dispatches received from 
Minister 


Conger and General Chaffee go to shew 
that the situation in Pekin is absolutely 
under the control of the foreign troops; 
that reinforcements have been arriving, 
and the army is sufficiently strong to 
not only withstand attacks by any army 
the orientals can mobilize, but 
would 


unquestionably give the attacking party 
a crushing defeat. 
, 


The situation at Pekin from a military 


standpoint is quite satisfactory. There 
is only the fear that the allied army may 
not get the rations it needa. inasmuch as 
Pekin ie practically isolated boca'use the 
caravans that carry in the lood stuffs 
were halted and have not operated for 


several weeks, Food must be brought 
from Tien-Tsin and. the seaboard. 


AUiex Resume tbe A'ggrtJiiilve. 


London, Aug. 28.—The allies, resum- 


ing aggressive operations, Have taken 
the district west of Pekin. This state- 
ment, based on Chinese authority, ia 
cabled from Shanghai. From the sama 
place.comes the.further statement that 
Li Hung Chang has wired the empress 
dowag«r at Hsian-Fu requesting tho 
arrest of Prince Tuan and the disarma- 
ment o£ the Boxers, in order to give 
him an opening for negotiations with 
the powers. The illuminations 
pro- 


jected at Shanghai in celebration of the 
relief of Pekin have.been abandoned, 
lest they should cause a native out- 
break. 


"Evidence has been received here," 


says, the Shanghai correspondent of the 
Standard, "going to show that Gen. 
Yung Lu was the real author of the 
anti-foreign outbreak, the 
empress 


dowager, Prince Tuan and the others 
all having 'been persuaded by him to 
take an., extreme attitude, while he 
stood aside and waited developments."

The information from Min- 
ister Conger that 2,000 Germans had 
reached the capital relieved the minds 
of those officials who felt uneasy over 
the. reports that a Chinese army was 
inarching north to recapture the capital 
city, as many officers here are of the 
opinion that the allies will be able to 
hold out Indefinitely against any as- 
sault on the city, and predict heavy 
loss to the Chinese should they attempt 
to recapture Pekin.

mission announces that on September

NEW MATERIAL FOR WAR 


Description of Devices For Use 


on Military Campaigns. 


A PHOTO-STEEEO IIELDGLASS.' 


Valuable Invention For n Command- 


er ns TVell us au Officer on Recou-

A Tvell known optician of Berlin, Mr. 


C. P. Goerz, has just Uovisecl what 
Trill prove of great value to the mili- 
tary commander, as well as to the offi- 
cer on reconuoissance, a fiuldgltiss 
which also serves as a camera, says 
the Xeu- York Sim. The fieldgla'ss 
magnifies three and' one-half times and 
the photographic camera is arranged 


• for simple or stereoscopic work, and, 


for time or instantaneous exposure, 
furnishing a photograph about two 
inches square. 
TIiu whole looks like 
. an ordinary binocular lieldglass, the 


camera attachment being scarcely no- 
ticeable—in fact, the telescopic tubes 
serve as the cameras. 


The object glasses of the flelclglass 


are set in a plate, which works oil 
hinges, opening and closing like the 
cover of a fieldglass case. When this 
cover is opened the camera Is ready 
for use, and plates can be inserted;, 
then, closing the cover, pulling out the 
shutter, and pressing a button be- 
tween the two object glasses will give 
an 
instantaneous pii-Uire. 
If 
both 


tubes are covered with plates a stereo- 
scopic photograph is obtained, but if 
one Is covered with an opaque pane of 
glass simple photographs result. 
The 


instrument can be set to five different 
distances. 1, 2, -1, and G meters; and 
the infinity mark gives the setting for 
7 meters and all greater distances. 


The photograph is so clear and sharp 


in outline that enlargements can be 
made up to 7 by 0 inches. 
Enlarging 


apparatus is furnished with the in- 
strument. 
This instrument, including 


24 plate holders'*and a case for the 
same, costs $75. 
,In reconnaissance 


work it will prove of great value in 
furnishing photographic views of par- 
ticular points in the field, such as ob- 
stacles, artillery positions, important 
vObjective points, parts of fortifications, 
etc. 


It is a well known fact that the long 


i 
projectiles of modern small arms (more 
than four times as 'long as they are 
thick) rotate about their longer axes, 
and so pass through the air point to 
the front. If by any means the point 
can be made to turn aside quickly the 
projectile will turn over, and its veloc- 
ity and penetrating power—in fact, its 
action in every respect—will thereby be 
greatly diminished and rapidly de- 
stroyed. 


On the German firing ground for test- 


ing small arms at Halensee near Ber- 
lin, experiments have l>e<;n conducted 
for some months to accomplish this 
result, and have proved so successful 
that the device has been patented in ail 
the principal military states. 
The dis- 


coverer is Adolf Leven of Cologne. His 
device consists in placing in front of 
the target a thiu sheet iron plate so 
filled with round holes (like a sieve) 
that a projectile can rarely strike 
simply nnd directly either a solid sur- 
face or a- hole, but generally touches 
the sheet iron on one side of its point, 
the other side entering a hole, so that 
the point is deflected and the projectile 
turned over. 


The experiments 
were 
conducted 


•svith the infantry arm under high 
velocities (72S meter seconds) at com- 
paratively short distances (10 meters), 
the sieve like plates having a thickness 
of about .OS inch. Clay plates placed 
behind the upsetting device showed 
that the bullet was invariably turned 
over, and proved that iu all cases the 
projectile lost much of its penetrating 
power. 
Since the experiments were 


conducted with high striking velocities 
(700 
meters), it is certain that iu tlie 


actual case iu war, where the distances 
will be far greater and the striking 
velocity consequently much less, the 
projectiles will be turned over with 
greater ease. The distance, behind the 
upsetting device required to turn over 
the projectile was found to be very 
short; in fact five inches was sufficient. 


The advantage of this service, ap- 


plied to the protection of infantry, 
lies in the fact that by its use the steel 
plates for protecting infantry 
from 


small arm fire, as well as other cover- 
ing material, may be considerably re- 
duced in thickness. The inventor also 
hopes to apply a similar service (of 
greater 
thickness 
of 
material, of 


course) to armor piercing projectiles. 


The use of the tricycle for carrying 


Maxim machine guns has suggested 
the idea of conveying rapidly over the 
field from point to point an 'ordinary 
fieldpiece by similar means. The Xor- 
wegian government has had such a 
tricycle constructed at Ai-x-ia-Chapelle, 
which has recently been delivered for 
trial.

BOYS FOR HOUSE SERVANTS. 


Experiment Being; Tried In Milwau- 


kee, 
It Is Said. With SnvceMH. 


The servant girl question is a burn- 


ing issue in Milwaukee. Housekeepers 
are in despair. Many of them cannot 
get servants of any kind, and others 
gut such poor ones that they wish they 
had none at all. A new movement has 
been started there within a short time 
by the management of certain chari- 
table employment agencies who make 
a specialty of trying to (iud work for 
all sorts and conditions of people. 


During the lust few weeks several 


housekeepers have taken on trial boys 
ranging in age from 14 to .IS and are 
training them to take the place in the 
household which has ordinarily been 
filled by the servant girl, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. In two cases which 
have come under immediate observa- 
tion the results have been reported to 
be exceedingly satisfactory. 
The boys 


do not learn quite as readily as do 
the girls, but they have better memo- 
ries and seldom have to be told a sec- 
ond time what is required of them. 
They do not ask for the thousand and 
one privileges which the modern serv- 
ant girl now demands as her right. 
They work for less wages and on the 
whole make .much more satisfactory 
servants, and it may be that the boy 
will take the place in the household 
that the girl has crowded him out of 
ia the factory. 


As the servant girls become more 


scarce and harder to get their de- 
mands for pay and privileges increase 
in exactly the same rations the diffi- 
culty in getting them. -,A Prospect 
avenue housekeeper had a servant ap- 
ply for n position, and she seemed so 
satisfactory that the lady had already 
begun to congratulate herself upon se- 
curing a-treasure. Satisfactory'terms 
had been agreed upon and a mutual 
agreement reached as to duties and 
privileges. 


"By the way," said the new girl, "I 


am taking music lessons now, and I 
shall expect to have the privilege of 
using the piano for practice two hours 
each day." 


"Indeed you cannot^ My piano Is'for

PRAIRIECHICKENSIN PLENTY 


Excellent Sliootlng; I'romlxod Tnl« 


Year Through Entire Nort'liwcst. 
The opening of the shooting season in 


Minnesota and the Dakotas promises 
more sport than has been known for 
many years, says the St. Paul corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun. The 
prairies are Teeming with chickens and 
quail. 
The dry spring enabled the 


chickens to hatch without loss, and in 
many parts of the country two broods 
are found. All over Minnesota where 
chickens are to be found come reports 
of thousands of birds to be found near 
the wheatfields in the long prairie 
grass. 
» 


Prairie chickens are more than half 


grown, and a better crop of the feath- 
ered" tribe has not been raised in the 
northwest for many years. Instead of 
dying out. as was predicted with the 
settlement of the country, the prairie 
fowl seoms to have adapted itself to 
the agricultural districts and to have 
begun an increase that promises to 
overshadow the former times when 
they were forced to subsist on the wild 
berries and rice. Grain is much more 
to their liking, and they are now to be 
found wherever wheat and corn are 
raised and in the winter months in the 
timbers adjacent to the fields. 


Shooting will be excellent, and al- 


ready the sportsman is getting reacly 
for his annual raid on the feeding | 
grounds. The railroads are now adver- 
tising the chicken shooting opportuni- 
ties of the northwest as an inducement 
for sportsmen to travel over their lines, 
but it may be said truly that this year 
hunters will find good shooting every- 
where. The season opens in Minnesota 
on Sept. 1, in South Dakota on Aug. 15 
and in Xorth Dakota and Wisconsin on 
Sept. 1. 


Plover and snipe shooting, which by 


many is regarded as the finest sport of 
nil the wild fowl hunting, is already 
under way, and many birds have found 
their way to market. The English cur- 
lew, the jack snipe and the reedbird 
are to be found on the 'prairies in tie 
neighborhood of swamps or ponds, and 
the former are much sought'by hunters 
owing to their scarcity and to the fact 
that they only go in pairs or singly. 
Duck hunting promises unusual sport 
this fail, as the dry season will concen- 
trate the birds, near the wild rice beds, 
where they may be found by hundreds 
and thousands.
